It cannot be denied that the other parties besides the j 
union did get something out of the settlement. 
The WLB got a recess from a bad headache. \\ bile 
it I ms settled nothing, and has paved the way for far more 
gelious trouble in the future, it did get that famous New 
Leal objective— a “breathing spell.” 
The day of reckoning was postponed. 
What the publishers got, principally, was a mar­ 
velous break of good luck in tire fact that they did not 
rely on WLB’s intention to stand by its guns. 
When WLB dissolved the union contract, this of 
course was a way of granting permission to the publishers 
to employ non-union carriers. 
It was more than that—impliedly, it was a promise 
of support if this was done. 
I lad this been attempted on a large scale, as it very 
properly might under the circumstances, and if the WLB 
had 
run out 
on its stand afterwards instead of before, 
the publishers would have lx*en in the middle with a ven­ 
geance. 
Fortunately for them, they were just as well aware 
as the union of tile W LB s fatal habit of buckling just 
when it ought to stand up. 
The public was treated to a demonstration of how 
not to conduct labor relations— in a war or any other time. 
New Yorkers had a ring-side seat at a demonstration of 
how little the Truman and Schwellenbach promises of a 
fair and firm labor policy really mean. 
Fundamentally, two serious and major splits in 
America’s political make-up were further deepened— the 
split between radicalism in metropolitan areas and non 
radicalism elsewhere; and tile developing split between 
greedy labor unions and service men. 
Not to be forgotten is the fact, widely mentioned by 
the press, that some of the principal victims of the violence 
in the strike were ex-servicemen who were misled by the 
Board’s phony show of firmness and who accepted jobs 
as carriers— only to be “mussed up’ by strong-arm squads. 
Once again WLB has sowed the wind. 
Unless Congress intervenes and does what Truman 
lias not done — establish a labor policy which makes 
sense — someone is going to reap the whirlwind. 
I he clash of labor movements, and the growing ten­ 
dency to rely on fists rather than fairplay, is one of the 
most dangerous developments in American history.
